Southern Range Cattle Terror | 
To Small Farmers in the North 


Stock Brought in Under Free Shipment Conditions Last Winter | 


Cause of Flood of Protests 


Government—Fences No Barrier to Prairie Steers 


Complaints are pouring into the de- 
partment of agriculture from the 
farmers in the open range country 
here in the north, regarding the nuis- 
of the southern range cattle 
brought north last fall and winter, 
In some cases it is so serious that the 
farmers are having to leave their 
farms that they have been working on 
for ten or fifteen years and find other 
lands. 

One complaint lately comes from 
the Viking local union says that al- 
though they have been working hard 
to put in a crop this spring, they doubt 
that {t will do them any good, since 


they expect that as soon as it is green | 


enough to attract the attention of the 
range cattle, they will go in and help 
themselves. 

It has been found that fences are 
no protection against these range cat- 
tle. Farmers with enough feed stack- 
ed for their cattle last winter, found 
one morning that the strange cattle 
had broken down the corrals and had 
either: eaten or destroyed all their 
stacks, Children could not go _ to 
school with safety, and in some cases 
the schools had to be closed on this 
account, The pastures that have been 
used by the settlers are being cleaned 


{up by the southern cattle and the big

The reaction after the war is upon 
us to the full, and it has taken the 
form of exaggeration of our heredi- 
tary or acquired national characteris- 
tics.

Hundred Thousand Are Ill Now 
in Poland—Disease Epidemic 
in Hungary 


Paris, May 30—One hundred thou- 
sand persons in Poland are ill of 
typhus, according to advices received 


j;by the supreme economic council. 
Typhus is increasing in Poland and 
is epidemic.
